Dear Mr. And Ms. Haring: 


Knowing of your interest in amateur radio operation, I am 
writing to keep you up to date on current legislation related to 
amateur radio frequency allocation. 


Last month, the House of Representatives passed H.R. 531, the 
“Emerging Telecommunications Technologies Act," which requires 
the reallocation of 200 MHz of government spectrum, most of 
which is used by the Department of Defense. These frequencies 
will be assigned to commercial users for the introduction of new 
technologies. 


This means that the Federal Communications Commission can now 
assign frequencies for commercial use without taking further 
spectrum space away from amateur radio operators. 


I supported this bill because it protects the airwaves used by 
nearly a half million amateur radio operators. Amateur radio 
provides a valuable volunteer service to the nation by relaying 
information when other forms of communication break down. 
Disaster relief operations by government and welfare agencies 
such as the National Guard and the Red Cross rely on amateur 
radio networks to help carry out their efforts. I believe 
protecting this network of volunteers is in everyone's best 
interest.
